UCSF attempts to solve the city’s housing crisis via amputation.

Earlier this month, 
surgeons at California 
Pacific Medical Center 
executed the human 
centipede of organ 
transplants, pulling off 
a six-way kidney ex- 
change. It was a fan- 
tastically 
complicated and al- 
most intentionally 
audacious feat; one 
couldn’t help but 
recall Steve Martin’s 
character in The Man 
with Two Brains, Dr. 
Michael Hfuhruhurr, 
performing simulta- 
neous brain surgeries 
for the hell of it. 

Just up the road at 
UCSF, however, offi- 
cials were attacking 
an even more com- 
plex problem: city 
housing. 

Doctoral students, 
post-docs, faculty members, 
and others residing in university-sub- 
sidized housing recently received an 
email from Leslie Santos, housing 
director for the University of Califor- 
nia, San Francisco. She reported the 
outcome of a working group assem- 
bled to “address the issue of new re- 
cruits choosing not to come to UCSF 
because of the outrageous housing 
situation in San Francisco.” 

The recipients of the email were 
informed that homes must be found 
for these potential new recruits. Their 
homes. 





Residents of 378 units not 
bound by a recent UCSF stipula- 
tion limiting subsidized housing 
to just two years were notified that 
after the second year, university digs 
might not be so cheap. On top of a 


yearly 4 percent rent bump, the Chan- 


cellor’s Housing Advisory Committee 


approved sticking long-term residents 


with a 30 percent spike. “This action,” 
explains the committee’s working pa- 
per, “is intended to be a disincentive.” 


If enacted, residents paying $2,300 


for a one-bedroom flat — cheap by 


city standards but still lunacy — 


would see their rent upped to $3,000. 


“Trust me, wrote Santos, “the 
group found this to be a very difficult 
problem to solve.” 

Applying the term “solve” to San 
Francisco housing quandaries is often 
ill-advised. The problem of not having 


housing for new students and faculty 
can be “solved” by levying rent surges 
on extant students and faculty to 
dislodge them from their homes. Of 
course, this creates the problem of 
current students and faculty being jet- 
tisoned into “the outrageous housing 
situation of San Francisco.” 

While a proposed 34 percent rent 
hike would be a disincentive 
to remain in university 

housing, it proved to 
be an incentive for 
residents to organize. 
Within four days of 
(almost entirely online) 
agitation, the university 
backed down. “It was a 
mistake to inform you 
this was the likely 
plan going for- 
ward, read a con- 
ciliatory email. 
“Word went 
out, they respond- 
ed and it was clear 
we needed more 
time,” explains 
university spokes- 
woman Kristen 
Bole. “Leadership 
said ‘let’s not do 
this right now.” 
Added an impacted 
resident, “I don’t think they 
wanted a faculty revolt.” 

The long-term residents remain 
entitled to their subsidized UCSF 
homes until 2019. Which is, coinci- 
dentally or not, the year UCSF can 
even think about beginning to remedy 
its housing crunch by building more. 


There 
Goes the 
Neighborhood 


Bullets fly as megadevel- 
opment touts a milestone. 


Motoring around the pe- 
rimeter of the former Hunters Point 
Naval Shipyard, Arc Ecology execu- 
tive director Saul Bloom noted that 
radiation from within once coursed 
through these environs, even con- 
taminating the sentry post. 

“The Navy,’ he said with a wry 
grin, “believed in a brighter future 
for its guards.” 

A brighter future may in- 
deed be coming to the defunct 
shipyard, now a gargantuan de- 
velopment christened “The San 
Francisco Shipyard” by influential 
developer Lennar Urban. Last 
week, in fact, Lennar fired off a 
press release crowing that the first 
two of six planned buildings had 
completely sold out. 

The neighborhood's present, 
however, is a mixed bag. 

Within hours of Lennar’s 
triumphant announcement, the 
vicinity of the “transformative, 
multibillion-dollar community” 
was rendered a shooting gallery. 

Practically within throwing 
distance of the condos-to-be, 

a 30-year-old man was shot 
multiple times and wounded on 
Monday, March 9. One day later, a 
bullet-riddled Chevy Monte Carlo 
at San Francisco General Hospital 
was traced to another shooting 
not so far from the shipyard. 

“We've had strong demand 
and overwhelming interest from 
buyers since we launched sales last 
June,” said Sheryl McKibben, vice 
president of sales and marketing 
at Lennar, in the release. 

Fair enough: In every way, it 
seems the neighborhood's new 
iteration has gotten started with 
a bang. JE

city firefighters were never licensed to 
give you a tutorial on a car seat. Be- 
lieve it or not, obtaining that two-year 
certification requires taking a week- 
long, 40-hour course. While firefight- 
ers in El Cerrito, Pinole, Orinda, and 


Moraga do this, San Francisco’s do not. 


So, don’t bug the firefighers. But 
how about the cops? Per the San 
Francisco Police Department’s own 
website, half a dozen officers spread 
throughout the city are certified to 
inspect car seats. And yet, calling 
around, several of these officers have 
allowed their certifications to expire 
and the others, per the police em- 
ployees picking up the phones, do not 
work set schedules. 

Well, that’s inconvenient. As is the 
distinct possibility that the officer 
may, at a moment’s notice, be called 
upon to inspect a crime rather than a 
car seat. “You can't really work your 
schedule around the criminals,” notes 
Officer Mark Milligan. 


He let his certification lapse after, 
amazingly, no parents dropped by for 
appointments while he was working 
graveyard shifts. 

While the SFPD website refers new 
parents to officers who are either un- 
able or unavailable to help, it doesn’t 
mention that the California Highway 
Patrol still checks car seats. The word 
seems to be out, however: The CHP 
has up to a six-week waiting list. 

The SFPD site also doesn’t mention 
that the nonprofit SFSafe — which 
it funds and houses within the Hall 
of Justice at 850 Bryant — also does 
free inspections. 

Would-be parents are an extreme- 
ly receptive target for those hawking 


“vital” services for their bundles of 
joy-to-be. Anyone blindsided by a six- 
week wait (or ignorant about SFSafe) 
can call up “Buckled Baby,” which 
offers panicking parents the chance 
to buckle down peace of mind via ex- 
peditious inspections/installations. 

It costs $95 (or $115 if you have 
multiple seats in the car). This is, 
according to Buckled Baby proprietor 
Bryan Crawley, a 30-to-45-minute 
process. 

Demand outstrips supply for 
most everything in San Francisco — 
and, in so many cases, skipping the 
line comes with a price. Child-rearing 
is no different. Kids, after all, are an 
expensive proposition. JE

Crack Hangover 


The weather is weird in Oak- 
land ona recent Saturday, as a biting wind 
cuts through the warm glow of a late Feb- 
ruary sun. Soon, a brief but furious rain 
pounds the skylights on the roof of Laney 
College’s black student union, making it 
hard for the 40 or so people seated in fold- 
ing chairs to hear the voice of the slight 
man standing at the podium. The man is 
America’s most successful drug dealer. 
Short and thin, bald with a clipped 
beard, and wearing gray sweats and a 
T-shirt emblazoned with an image of his 
own face, Rick Ross could be mistaken for 
a retired tennis instructor. In another life, 
he might have been. Instead, after dreams 
of a tennis college scholarship were scut- 
tled — because as a high school senior in 
Los Angeles he was unable to read — Ross 
oversaw the sale of nearly $1 billion worth 
of crack cocaine throughout the 1980s. 
He was sentenced to life in prison in 
the 1990s, after his CIA-connected raw 
cocaine supplier — the man without 
whom Ross’ success would not be pos- 
sible — set him up for a bust. Ross was 
28 when he learned to read while behind 
bars; he later helped put together the 
appeal that freed him in 2009 at age 50. 
Ross is here for a few hours before 
jetting off to Atlanta, the next leg ona 
nationwide tour to promote his self-pub- 
lished Untold Autobiography (“No. 10,000 


on Amazon,” he says, to approving nods) 
and a documentary about his life which 
will air the following evening on Al Ja- 
zeera (“A cable channel,” he explains). 

Riches, ruin, and redemption. It would 
be a compelling tale anywhere. But here, 
Ross’ appeal goes deeper. Every member 
of the rapt audience has a personal con- 
nection to him: By flooding Los Angeles, 
Oakland, Cincinnati, and other cities 
across the country with cheap crack, he 
played a role in the deterioration of his ad- 
mirers’ families, neighborhoods, and lives. 

In between offering advice on entre- 
preneurship and answering questions 
about his prison stint, Ross is asked 
about the crack epidemic. Is he blamed, 
is he hated for his role in what serious 
people who intend no hyperbole refer 
to as a “genocide”? Ross has an easy and 
ready answer: He’s been forgiven, and 
black America bears him no ill will. 

He may be right. Ross finishes his half- 
hour talk to warm applause. As he sticks 
around to pose for selfies and sign copies 
of his book, it’s as if the crack era is over, 
like slavery or Jim Crow — just an ugly 
memory made tolerable by the relief that 
society survived and learned its lessons. 

Later, Ross hangs out to talk with a 
reporter who, along with Ross’ manager 
and another journalist, are the only 
white people in the room. He’s asked if 
black America really has rebounded from 
the dark days of the 1980s and ’90s. This 
is the only time Ross turns hard.

“No,” he says, his soft, engaging eyes 
turning serious, a little cold. “It’s worse 
now than it ever was.” 


America is slowly coming to terms 
with “trauma” and what to do about it. A 
decade-plus of armed conflict in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and a serious discussion of 
“rape culture” are helping to force the is- 
sue. It is well understood that survivors of 
war and sexual assault may find them- 
selves irritable, worn out, unable to study, 
unable to sleep, unable to focus — unable 
to function. 

Post-traumatic stress 
disorder manifests itself 
in depression, listless- 
ness, and, at times, vio- 
lent outbursts. Those also 
happen to be many of the 
negative behaviors asso- 
ciated with black ghettos. 
Maybe this could explain 
the troubling trends afoot 
in black America. 

By almost every metric, 
the majority of black peo- 
ple are being left behind 
in the economic recovery. 
The dropout rate for black 
students in California is 
nearly 20 percent, almost 
triple the rate for white 
students. Adults may have 
it even worse: Unemploy- 


ment for black Califor-

nians has doubled since 2000, according 
to the leftist Economic Policy Institute, 
from 7.4 percent in 2000 to 14 percent 
today. In the Bay Area, it is worse: unem- 
ployment for black people is 19 percent 
— triple the rate for other races. 

Trauma may help to explain this 
stark and widening opportunity gap. In 
2015, there are now second and third 
generations of people dealing with the 
stress of the crack epidemic. 

La’Cole Martin never touched the 
drug, but she considers herself a crack 
victim. “My whole life has been impact- 
ed by crack cocaine,” she says. “Even if 
you didn’t do it, you can’t escape it.” 

Martin lives in the same West Oakland 

neighborhood in which 
she grew up, in a house 
not far from the home 
where her mother raised 
her and still lives today. 
Her father and aunt, both 
middle class when Martin 
was born in 1982, and her 
fiance’s father, a Modesto 
schoolteacher, all became 
addicted to the crack that 
suddenly appeared in their 
neighborhoods. 

All of them lost their 
jobs. Martin’s aunt is still 
addicted. Her father — 
locked up in prison, as one 
in six of all American black 
men will be at some point 
in their lives — missed out 
on both of Martin’s gradu- 
ation walks.

As an academic, Martin has sought 
to define and quantify this too-common 
story: the “legacy of trauma” caused by 
crack. In her master’s thesis, which she 
is working to expand to a book, Martin 
presents a term for the common expe- 
rience of her addicted, incarcerated, or 
dead friends and family members: “post 
traumatic crack syndrome.” 

This trauma has gone untreated, and 
has put black America on more unstable 
socioeconomic footing in the 21st cen- 
tury than it was before the Civil Rights 
era, Martin says. In other words, black 
folk are worse off economically in the 
age of Obama and iPhones than in the 
days of riot police and firehoses. 

That sounds farfetched, but Martin 
offers proof. On top of rising jobless- 
ness, she says, blacks own less property. 
For example, on the commercial stretch 
near her home at Market Street and 
West Grand Avenue, “there’s not a sin- 
gle black-owned business,” Martin says. 
Around her, homes owned by black 
families are now rentals, foreclosed, or 
abandoned. What crack-fueled incarcer- 
ation and drug addiction started, the 
foreclosure crisis finished off. 

That’s Ross’ point. The wealth that a 
generation of working-class black Amer- 
icans built is now gone. “At least in the 
crack era,’ he says, “we owned things.” 

It’s the crack era’s continuing legacy: 
an enormous step backward that, unlike 
sick veterans or rape victims, America 
still struggles to acknowledge.

the Old Neighborhood 


In which your humble narrator bids adieu. 


Well, that was fun. But now, it’s 
time to go. 

The buildings here are old. The sil- 
houette of the crenelations against the 
morning sky have changed little since 
the time of Sunny Jim Rolph, the days 
when Everyone Liked Ike, or opted 
to Unite and Fight with Dan White. 
Whether you first experienced this city 
in the 1930s, ’50s, ’70s, or yesterday, 
this neighborhood still feels like home. 

Who knew timelessness could be so 
malleable? Who knew nostalgia could be 
a mix-and-match affair? 

Outside your front door, the resi- 
dents of the (illegal) boarding house mill 
about and talk: The handyman; the Navy 
vet who spends his days endlessly toiling 
over a Trans-Am; the Uber driver who 
laments his colossal 2007 Escalade will, 
next month, be aged out of the fleet. A 
series of bleary-eyed parents pull up and 
drop off their infants and toddlers at 
the (legal) garage day care center across 
the street, and then head off to a long 
day earning the money required to store 
their children in a garage. 

You wander past the bony man in 
an undershirt smoking an ever-present 
Marlboro Red and sidestep his guinea 
pig-sized chihuahuas. Elderly, visor-wear- 
ing Asian women collect bottles on either 
side of the street. Several blocks along, a 
young woman wearing pajamas parks her 
SUV on the sidewalk, weaves through the 
half a dozen other SUVs parked on the 
sidewalk, and catches a fistful of dollars 
hurled from an upper story window by a 
friend. She bellows she’s off to buy an un- 
disclosed item at an intersection at which 
there is no store. 

This is the same intersection at 
which your humble narrator lives. Huh. 
Note to self. 

These, to paraphrase the line from 
Sesame Street, are the people in your 
neighborhood. While the architecture 
here is constant and unchanging, the 
same cannot be said for the individuals 
who reside within. It’s a group with little 
in common save the trait that binds so 
many city dwellers. We are struggling to 
stay here, for as long as we can. 

Until we can’t. That’s what it is to be 
a San Franciscan. 


Jr. the bike messenger rumbles up 
Valencia Street on his archaic Schwinn 
Spitfire. He resembles a more bedraggled 
Santa Claus outfitted exclusively in dark 
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polyester jumpsuits; his ride, held together 
with black electrical tape and copious 
welds, looks like it could use a reindeer or 
two to ease the burden. 

When he first moved to this street 
more than 30 years ago it was “a back- 
wash. There was nobody down here. All 
the stores were closed. It was only lesbi- 
ans and holy rollers.” 

You'd have better luck finding Santa 
here now. 

It’s easy for today’s San Franciscans 
to wallow in nostalgia, but it’s a difficult 
feeling to square. Like the Schrédinger’s 
Cat thought experiment, our observa- 
tion of the situation alters the situation. 
We desire a condition our presence 
helped to ensure is no longer possible. 

A few blocks from Jr.’s twee thor- 
oughfare sits Dolores Park, the unwit- 
ting symbol of everything this city was, 
is, and may yet be. The befouling of this 
park with tons of garbage and its collec- 
tion at great public expense is a trending 
topic among media tubthumpers. The 
park recapitulates the old Yogi Berra 
line: Nobody goes there anymore. It’s 
too crowded. 

But this situation — or the devolu- 
tion of so many public festivities into 
booze-soaked bacchanals — isn’t so 
hard to grasp. There’s no future here for 
most of today’s young San Franciscans 
and many of them don’t desire one. 

The New Yorker's George Packer was on 
to something when he noted that “the 
hottest tech start-ups are solving all the 
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So long, and thanks for all the fish. 


problems of being twenty years old, with 
cash on hand, because that’s who thinks 
them up.” Visitors to Dolores Park treat 
the place the way Keith Moon treated 
hotel rooms because, to an extent, this 
entire city is a hotel. 

A generation ago, however, Dolores 
Park — and this city — had a different 
set of concerns. Veteran cops recall it as 
an open-air drug emporium; crime was 
so rampant that cash-rich drug-dealers 
actually begged police for protection 
from armed robbers lest they be trans- 
formed into human ATMs. 

Dolores Park — and the Mission — 
were different places when they served 
as the stomping ground for residents of 
the Valencia Gardens and Army Street 
Projects. The city long ago razed those 
places, and the people who resided 
within, be they law-abiding or criminals, 
have scattered off to parts unknown. 

The park is now wreathed in the 
odor of pot smoke and hoppy lager piss 
and laden with tons of entitled detritus 
— and the garbage these people pro- 
duce. The Mission is the city’s hottest 
neighborhood. San Francisco continues 
to struggle to make life better for its 
residents without driving large numbers 
of them away. 


Dostoyevsky, who knew of such 


things, pondered the fate of a condemned 
prisoner grasping, desperately, to the fleet- 
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ing experiences of quotidian life as his tum- 
brel draws closer to its final destination. 

At the onset of the journey, it still 
seems like you've got all the time in 
the world. But as the final destination 
draws near, the realization that this will 
be the last time you experience even 
the most banal of things — the scent 
of the cobblestones, the warmth of the 
sun, the laughter of children at play 
— grows overwhelming. The desire to 
register life’s totality grows as the time 
to do so recedes. 

It’s a hell of a thing. 

“Your humble narrator” is a reference 
to the film A Clockwork Orange where, 
among other things, a character is sat- 
urated with myriad and terrible images 
he cannot unsee. In truth, however, it 
was mostly a gimmick to stave off ex- 
cessive first-person writing, which is to 
print journalism what the selfie stick is 
to photojournalism. My goal has always 
been to focus on the subjects and not 
the author; you can’t write “your humble 
narrator’ more than twice in a column 
without it growing onerous (as this 
particular column doubtlessly proves). It 
was a crude but effective tool, much as 
putting the pretzels on a high, unseen 
ledge is a crude but effective way to keep 
yourself from eating them all. 

The tumbrel has reached its destina- 
tion. This will be the final your humble 
narrator column in this paper. 

By all means, continue reading SF 
Weekly. In a city in which the newspaper 
of record sees fit to allow San Francis- 
co's biggest fixer free rein to conduct his 
backroom deals in writing — and no- 
body seems to much care — SF Weekly 
is one of the few outlets still providing 
journalists the time and space necessary 
to effectively analyze a city in which 
there are no easy answers. It is a vital 
role and one that was taken seriously by 
those privileged enough to be handed 
the ball and given room to run. 

So, keep reading. But, if you please, 
read San Francisco magazine as well, 
where your humble narrator starts this 
week. 

I stayed at this paper for as long as 
I could. 

Until I couldn’t. But [remain a 
San Franciscan.

Like 
many other Yelpers/commuters, 
we, too, are both puzzled anda 
little pissed about how much this 
Sausalito gas station is charging 
drivers for a tank of gasoline -- 
$8. We contacted Bridgeway Gas 
Station a few times to find out 
what’s up with the increased 
prices, but nobody will pick up 
the phone over there. So we 
turned to oil price expert Severin 
Borenstein who confirms that 
this certainly is a way to not sell 
gasoline. “Obviously, he isn’t 
planning on selling much gaso- 
line and when he does, he sells to 
people desperate and not paying 
attention,” says Borenstein, di- 
rector of the University of Cali- 
fornia Energy Institute. “But this 
is not a viable strategy for keep- 
ing a gas station open.” Usually, 
when gas stations do jack up 
prices to surreal amounts, it has 
more to do with gas stations be- 
ing at odds with refineries over 
wholesale pricing. But a Bridge- 
way isn’t a branded gas station, 
thus it’s more than likely getting 
its gas on the spot market and 
not paying high prices for it, 
Borenstein tells us. That leaves 
Borenstein equally as baffled by 
this business strategy. Could it be 
a way to hose tourists passing 
through? “Even tourists will skip 
it at that price. So then why are 
you in the gasoline business at 
all? Boresntein says. “Maybe he 
won't be for long.” 


UNLUCKY 13 

The well-loved dive bar Lucky 13 
is the latest victim of gentrifica- 
tion. According to a local real es- 
tate blog, developers submitted 
plans to raze the bar and replace 
it with 31 condos (five stories 
tall) and a bunch of commercial 
space for your shopping pleasure. 
This isn’t the first time someone 
has tried to shutter Lucky 13, at 
2140 Market St, and its adjacent 
patio and parking lot. Back in 
2002, developers came forward 
with plans for a three-story 
building that would house 28 
condos, 3,000 square feet of 
commercial space, anda parking 
garage to boot. Those plans were 
dumped once the building was 
deemed a historic resource.

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UNORTHODOX

When I drive up to the foot of 
Twin Peaks on a Sunday morning to attend 
the Liturgy of the Divine Feminine at her- 
church, the congregation inside is friendly 
and welcoming. Part of the reason, no 
doubt, is that I’m a newbie, fresh meat, a 
potential recruit. Among the roughly 50 
adults in the sanctuary, fewer than 10 are 
men. The 90-minute service is structured 
much like the traditional Catholic services 
of my youth, except that this one includes 
soft acoustic folk music, a prayer with a Ti- 
betan bowl and bell, and an ecstatic call- 
and-response in an indigenous language 
that sounds like a Pentecostal channeling 
the Spirit — or, if you prefer, scat. 

I pick up some maracas and join in. 
The homily that follows includes a rous- 
ing defense of the selfie stick as a point 
of entry to divine grace. 

If you've lived in San Francisco for 
any amount of time, you've likely driven 
past this big purple church across from 
Tower Market. One of the highest com- 
mercial addresses in the city, herchurch 
sits at the intersection of Portola Drive 
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and Woodside Avenue, essentially at 
the foot of Twin Peaks Boulevard and 
within view of the controversial Mount 
Davidson cross. 

On the one hand, herchurch feels 
like a bizarre outlier. It’s a small con- 
gregation that might hide in plain sight 
in an overwhelmingly secular city were 
it not for its geographical prominence 
and its paint job. But beyond the Gothic 
Revival majesty of traditional Chris- 
tian churches such as Grace Cathedral 
or the still-thriving Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese, herchurch is one of several 
houses of worship in San Francisco 
that marries a left-wing social justice 
tradition with a theological outlook 
that embraces pantheists and atheists 
along with what one might think of as 
traditional Christians. These church- 
es may be unorthodox, they may be 
LGBT-friendly — in one case, they 
may even consider the late jazz legend 
John Coltrane a saint — but they are 
anything but anomalies. They represent 
a thriving counterculture of specifically 


Christian-based churches in a city long 
known for its spiritual alternatives. 


Herchurch is technically Ebenezer 
Lutheran, a 131-year-old congregation. 
But earlier this century, the church 
altered its theological orientation toa 
degree that might rival, say, an early 
Christian basilica replacing a wine- 
soaked temple of Dionysus. While still 
part of the large and fairly liberal 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of America, 
herchuch’s minster, the Rev. Stacy Boorn, 
says she felt challenged by the overt 
masculinity in the language of Scripture. 
The Bible, Boorn says, erects “dom- 
ination structures rather than part- 
nerships.” She wanted to reconcile the 
masculine and feminine aspects of “the 
Divine One,” but within the Lutheran 
context of “a life of gratitude and justice 
and grace.” The name of the church came 
about for the most pragmatic reason: 
When the fledgling congregation began 
to build a website, nobody had yet regis- 
tered herchurch. “Much to our excitement 
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and dismay, the domain wasn’t taken,” 
Boorn says. “I say ‘dismay, because [it 
suggested] someone hadn't already used 
that on their spiritual journey.” 

Boorn is a cherubic woman who 
speaks with a soothing lilt, and gestic- 
ulates with such vigor that at one point 
she knocks the glasses off her face. If 
the very idea of herchurch might make 
some people roll their eyes at hippies 
and the things they do, Boorn is a theo- 
logically grounded woman who first 
preached at age 19 and graduated from 
Berkeley’s Pacific Lutheran Theological 
Seminary in 1987. 

Quite likely owing to the season 
(Lent), nearly everything at Ebenezer 
Lutheran is purple or lavender: the vest- 
ments, the candles, the altar coverings, 
some of Boorn’s hair, and the pen that’s 
passed around so that we can all sign 
her birthday card. Apart from some

diaphanous banners and paintings in a 
second-wave feminist style, the décor is 
otherwise austere and Protestant, since 
the building was erected for a larger 
congregation more than a century ago. 
It feels oversized, like a child wearing a 
hand-me-down several sizes too big, al- 
though the voices of herchurch’s enthu- 
siastic congregants fill the space even if 
their bodies do not. 

The vibe is more informal than 
what I’m used to, the tolerance for 
cellphones and unruly toddlers higher, 
and the homily — selfie stick reference 
and all — considerably more contem- 
porary. Boorn reads from the »>p12 
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“reconstructed” Gospel of Mark out 

of a spiral-bound book that members 
physically touch. Communion, which 
I’m specifically invited to participate in, 
consists of a delicious, still-hot loaf of 
bread — with a gluten-free alternative 
— that makes the consecrated wafers 
of my youth seem like Kraft singles to 
cave-aged Gruyere. 

Am I actually having fun here? 

Afterwards, over coffee and brown- 
ies, 1 meet Kathryn, who started com- 
ing to herchurch when the conservative 
Lutheran church she was born into told 
her that her daughter was going to hell 
for being in a lesbian relationship. I 
also sit with Dionne Kohler, the fiftyish 
“Drumming Priestess” who'd led the 
tribal call-and-response song. Kohler, 
who's been drumming since high 
school, wears her hair tucked in a beret. 
When she discovered later in life that 
she was part Native American, Kohler 
learned that her birth father had been a 
musician, too. Like several other mem- 
bers, she first encountered herchurch 
after driving by it — in her case, for 
20 years. Kohler says she’s not sure of 
the language of the song she led during 
the service, but says it’s a legend about 
three bears who save a starving tribe. 
(So much for scat.) 

Fellow parishioner Alison Newvine, 
who'd written the words of another 
chant (and who serves as both yoga 
instructor and president of the Church 
Council), has an even more striking 
appearance. Fair and lithe, she wears 
her hair under a long kerchief and 
bears a faint resemblance to Girl With a 
Pearl Earring. Newvine, like Kohler, was 
raised Catholic. So was another woman, 
who asked to not be identified because 
she teaches at a Catholic school and 
fears she could be fired. 

The crowd thins before I can find 
anyone who's been at Ebenezer Luther- 
an since the pre-herchurch days, but I 
do learn there are only five of them left. 

One might assume that herchurch is 
a lightning rod for online criticism, the 
very distillation of what conservatives 
guess goes on everywhere in San Fran- 
cisco. But in a sense, Boorn is correct: 
Hers is a small congregation that large- 
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Pastor Robert Shively calls his MCC 
ministry “post-Christian.” 


ly flies under the radar. When I admit 
to being a journalist, she half-jokingly 
asks if I’m a conservative spy (“we've 
gotten some of those”), but a little 
internet sleuthing reveals only a few 
marginal cranks cherrypicking quotes 
to conclude San Francisco is now of- 
ficially hell's waiting room. Boorn is 
undeterred by this. Besides, she doesn’t 
believe in hell, anyway. 

“People say it’s impossible to evolve 
into a community that honors the Di- 
vine Feminine from out of the Luther- 
an condition,” Boorn says. “But for me, 
it just seems the obvious step.” 

Boorn isn’t sure how many other 
Evangelical Lutheran pastors are doing 
what she’s doing. She’s earned some 
criticism from traditionalist quarters 
for “using the term ‘Goddess,” she 
says, which I think a lot of feminists 
in Christianity and other patriarchal 
religions don’t want to do, because it’s 
a hot-button word.” But there’s been no 
large movement to oust her. 

Although even-keeled and undeni- 
ably personable, Boorn bristles at the

term ‘alternative, even when I use it as 
a neutral descriptor. “We are a mainline 
Christian (Lutheran) denomination 
and chose our direction to be the core 
expression of our community,” she 

tells me by email, “not some alterna- 
tive group that meets once a month 
down the hall.” 

That’s fair enough, but it’s also true 
that Boorn has put in years of sweat 
equity to rebuild a church that, in her 
own words, “fell apart” upon embracing 
the Goddess. And while its promi- 
nence may have piqued many people’s 
curiosity and lured them in, Ebenezer 
Lutheran’s location does count against 
it in one way. Almost everyone who 
arrives must do so by car, which results 
in a decidedly middle-class congrega- 
tion, with few people of color. I speak 
to the only Latino male under 40 that I 
can find, a 21-year-old San Franciscan 
named Daniel who declined to give his 
last name. (He’s with a female friend 
who’s 22. She was raised Jewish but 
converted to Catholicism in her teens, 
and lives in Berkeley.) 

What keeps Daniel coming back? 
“The community is very here and 
now, he says. “It’s not, ‘Be good so you 

can get into heaven, where heaven’s 
the goal and life is sort of an obstacle 
you have to get through. Here, it’s like, 
“Take care of the earth.’ And people are 
laughing all the time.” 

Daniel, too, was raised Catholic. 
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If Ebenezer Lutheran has a compli- 
cated relationship with its larger denomi- 
nation, the Metropolitan Community 
Church is free to chart a course that can 
be considered truly radical. Having been 
consecrating same-sex unions since 1972 
and pioneering memorials when main- 
line churches wouldn't let people with 
AIDS inside, MCC is now, as Senior Pas- 
tor Robert Shively puts it, effectively 
“post-Christian.” 

As a congregation, MCC occupied a 
church on Eureka Street in the Castro 
for decades, only to slide into a state 
of irrecoverable disrepair once the HIV 
crisis years passed. Benefiting from the 
neighborhood's gentrification, MCC 
sold the property this year and moved 
to a new building on Polk Street owned 
by the United Church of Christ. 
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After decades in the Castro, MCC 
relocated to Polk Street this year. 


Shively identifies as a “panenthe- 
ist,” which means, he says, that “God 
is in all of creation, but all of creation 
doesn’t offer the total of God. God is in 
everything, but God is more than that.” 
An openly polyamorous leatherman, 
Shively is adamant that sexuality and 
spirituality are inherently compatible. 
It is enough to make anyone who's 
ever sweated over an act of fornication 
break into a smile. “God is a seduc- 
tress,” he continues, “a sultry leath- 
erman going, ‘Come on, there’s more. 
Don’t you want this?’ There is a seduc- 
tion to the future, a pulling us forward 
in a kind of deliciously erotic, juicy way 
towards being fully alive, fully affective 
human beings.” 

In his early 50s, Shively has kind 
eyes and a well-groomed beard that’s 
grayed almost to white. He looks like a 
junior varsity Santa Claus, years away 
from assuming the top position and 
in better shape. If you see him around 
town, he’s likelier to be wearing a rebel 
cap and motorcycle jacket than any pas- 
toral vestments. 

There’s little indication of anything 
quite so provocative as a Leather Dad- 
dy deity when I attend a Wednesday 
evening Taizé prayer service along 
with about 20 others. The service is 


named for a multilingual region of 
France where, to transcend language 
barriers, the lyrics of the sacred music 
are deliberately easy to learn. Here, the 
atmosphere is respectful and contem- 
plative. An octagonal quilt in the center 
of the room functions as an altar, with 
votives, pillows, pinecones, a Buddha, 

a sepia-toned globe, a map of San Fran- 
cisco, and other offerings spread over it. 
There also is a bowl of ash, made from 
prayers written down at the Eureka 
Street church, and mixed with sand. 

The three elements of Taizé are si- 
lence, singing, and prayer, and that’s ex- 
actly what goes on during the hourlong 
service, along with some extemporizing. 
In contrast to herchurch, the tone here 
is muted, even somber, although the 
crowd has a more even mix of genders. 
Perhaps the most touching moment 
comes when a woman who appears to 
be homeless prays for “people choosing 
between housing and their children’s 
education.” (She gives her name only as 
“Sunshine” and shies away from talking 
about herself, but tells me she was re- 
ferring to First Friendship, a Western 
Addition shelter for families that has 
strict policies on admission.) 

According to Shively, MCC’s 
“post-Christian” theology differs from 
progressive Christianity in that it rejects 
both the hateful dogma in Christian 
Scripture and anything scientifically du- 
bious, such as the virgin birth of Christ 
and most of Genesis. “We know the ba- 
sic premise is wrong,’ Shively says. “God 
didn’t create a static paradise. He creat- 
ed an evolving, creative, ever-changing 
universe.” Yet Shively believes “there is 
worth in sacred texts,’ but “you have to 
do a lot in order to find it. It is not casu- 
al reading.” At the Pacific School of Re- 
ligion in Berkeley where Shively earned 
his Master of Divinity degree, students 
encountered both the Quoran and the 
Bhagavad Gita, but, he quips, “The Ethical 
Slut was required reading.” 

“Love is the basic thing in the uni- 
verse, Shively tells me at least three 
times, phrasing it in various ways. It 
“pulls apart the patriarchal power of 
Christianity.” He calls himself a spiritual 
evolutionist and notes that MCC recog- 
nizes Charles Darwin’s birthday (Feb. 
26), in addition to the usual Dec. 25 
celebration of Christ’s birth. 

Shively refers to his mission as 
“LGBTQQAAI,” the latter half of which 
stands for “queer, questioning, asexual, 
ally, and intersex.” If that sounds like it 
encompasses everybody — and it does 
— that’s because Shively is convinced 
everybody can feel like an outsider 
and need healing. He says that when a 
straight woman once confronted him 
about heterosexuals’ exclusion from 
the abbreviation — and by extension, 
the church — “T was like, ‘No, you al- 
ready get everything. Then I thought, 
‘No, they don’t.’ And that’s the whole 
point. Oppressions and systemic stuff 
are bad, but personal pain transcends 
all those letters.” 

When it was in the Castro, the Met- 
ropolitan Community Church was best 
known for its ministry during the AIDS 
crisis years, a situation that has >> p14 
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gradually and mercifully diminished. 
But the biggest issue facing MCC asa 
larger denomination is that the pro- 
gressive society the church has fought 
for may be its undoing. If LGBT people 
aren't being pushed out of traditional 
churches in the numbers they once 
were, that’s objectively a good thing, 
even if it means empty pews at MCC. 
Shively is sanguine about this, noting 
that the MCC’s founder, the Rev. Troy 
Perry, “started the church saying he 
hoped that one day LGBTQQAAT folks 
would be so welcome you wouldn't 
need to have an MCC.” 

Still, if disbelief in heaven or the 
act of downplaying Easter’s theological 
significance doesn’t put a damper on 
interfaith outreach, the giggly candor 
with which MCC embraces human 
sexuality might. “You can go to sex 
clubs but you're not going to talk 
much about faith there, although I 
do,” Shively says. “T like to wear leather 
with my cross that I got at the Folsom 
Street Fair, which is really big and ag- 
gressive. It’s fun! You can be an aggres- 





Saxual Healing

The service begins casually, a 
potpourri of worshipers in suits, tie-dye, 
colorful African garb, or religious vest- 
ments gathered at the door of a store- 
front near the corner of Fillmore and 
Eddy streets. Inside, about 50 banquet 
chairs face an altar that’s flanked by a full 
set of musical instruments: keyboards, 
drums, standup bass, and shiny brass 
saxophones. On the walls are massive 
paintings depicting the late free-jazz pio- 
neer John Coltrane as a saint. 

Smiles greet first-time visitors. 
When my wife and I mention that we 
recently relocated from North Caro- 
lina — Coltrane’s birthplace — one 
longtime member flashes a toothy grin 
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sively sexually expressive persona and 
a faithful person at the same time.” 


When it comes to expressive, the 
Rev. Karen Oliveto of Glide Memorial 
Church wins the prize. When Oliveto 
preaches, she sounds like a Democratic 
politician going off on a stump speech to 
ignite the grassroots, peppering her ser- 
mons with “Amen!” While Ebenezer Lu- 
theran and the Metropolitan Community 
Church are small spiritual communities 
that most seek out as discontented adults, 
San Francisco's best-known nontradi- 
tional church is larger by at least a factor of 
50, and frequently full of children. 

Glide Memorial, at the corner of 
Ellis and Taylor streets, is a part of the 
United Methodist Church, a fairly loose 
federation whose adherents include 
George W. Bush, Hillary Clinton, and 
Elizabeth Warren. Glide Memorial, 
founded in 1930 by an heiress named 
Lizzie Glide, achieved notoriety in the 
mid-1960s when the Rev. Cecil Wil-

and whispers, “Ah, the 
Holy Land.” 

Within an hour, 
the little storefront 
church is bursting at 
the seams with the 
wailing, honking, 
and squalling of 
improvised sax and 
keyboards grounded 
by a cool, swinging 
bass line and drums, 
and the repeated 
meditative chant, “A 
love supreme, a love 
supreme.” 

Welcome to the 
Saint John Coltrane 
African Orthodox 
Church, one of the more intriguing 
Christian-based institutions in San 
Francisco for nearly four decades. In 
1965, Franzo and Marina King — the 
church's longtime bishop and reverend 
mother — saw Coltrane perform in 
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liams took over and turned the church 
into San Francisco’s largest provider 
of social services, a civil rights beacon, 
and a force for LGBT equality. 

Now 86, Williams retired in 2000, 
though he remains active as a Minister 
of Liberation. Having joined in 2008, 
Oliveto is currently the senior pastor, 
and she believes Glide is more of a move- 
ment than a church. It has a free legal 
clinic, a walk-in program where people 
can get help navigating the complex- 
ities of government aid, and Montes- 
sori-based Sunday school in which chil- 
dren engage with sacred stories through 
creative play. Glide serves 800,000 meals 
every year (which requires about 60 
volunteers per day) and, of course, it has 
a gospel choir that can be heard over 
the ambient din of the Tenderloin, and 
whose music director was once a part of 
Sly and the Family Stone. 

“The starting point is with the poor 
and those on the margins,” Oliveto says 
by phone. It’s her day off, and she’s 
driving through the Napa hills, so our 
conversation cuts in and out. “When 
Glide is at its best, it’s a spiritual move- 
ment based on unconditional love and 
acceptance. On any given Sunday you'll 
find anything from recovered Catholics 
to atheists to everything in between.” 

With homelessness a perennial issue 
in San Francisco and housing availability 
worse than ever, I ask if Oliveto sees 
the problem metastasizing. “We see it 
stretching to communities we haven't 
seen before,’ she says. “Students coming 
for meals because they have to choose 
between books and something to eat. 
We're seeing more families, senior citi- 
zens. In fact, The Pursuit of Happyness 
— the schmaltzy Will Smith movie — 
was based on the memoir of a real-life 
Glide parishioner and his struggle with 
housing instability, and many of home- 
less people the church serves found 
work as extras on the film. 

An unflinching commitment to 
social justice places Glide firmly on the 


San Francisco just 
after the release of his 
classic album A Love 
# Supreme. Two years 
later, Coltrane died of 
liver cancer. By then, 
the Kings had become 
obsessed with the 
saxophonist’s most 
famous album, and 
in 1969 the couple 
started a meeting 
in their home they 
called the Yardbird 
Temple (Yardbird 
was the nicknme of 
saxophonist Charlie 
Parker), in which the 
couple would invite 
people over to talk about A Love Su- 
preme’s spiritual underpinnings. 

The Kings had been moved by the way 
Coltrane, a decade earlier, had used the 
inherent spirituality in his music to help 
lift him out of a nasty drug addiction. 
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Glide Memorial (above) has been 
a beacon of the Christian left in 
the Tenderloin for over 50 years. 
Karen Oliverto (right) is the 
progressive left, which risks creating 

a greater tension vis-a-vis its larger 
denomination than San Francisco’s 
other nontraditional churches have 

to deal with. For instance, officiating 
the first same-sex union ever held in a 
United Methodist Church won Oliveto 
an ecclesial complaint. And the format 
of Glide’s service likely makes it some- 
thing of an outlier. 

“The preaching moment may in- 
clude poetry, song, art, drama, or even 
the occasional flash mob,” Oliveto says. 

Glide is radical to the core. The Rev. 
Williams removed the crucifix from the 
altar all the way back in 1967, believing 
that it inspired complacency in the 
pews. And perhaps most importantly of 
all, Glide’s 11,000-strong congregation 
is racially and economically diverse in 
a way that not only provides an excep- 
tion to the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr.'s decades-old dictum that the most 
segregated hour in America is Sunday 
morning at 11, but also stands in stark 


“During the year 1957,” Coltrane wrote 
in the liner notes to A Love Supreme, “I 
experienced, by the grace of God, a spiri- 
tual awakening which was to lead me to a 
richer, fuller, more productive life.” 

The Yardbird Temple expanded in 
those early heady days, changed its 
name to One Mind Temple Evolution- 
ary Transitional Church of Christ, and 
moved to a building on Divisidero Street. 
By 1972 the Kings had met Coltrane’s 
widow, pianist Alice Coltrane, who intro- 
duced them to the Eastern philosophies 
that also colored his belief system. 

Eventually, the Kings’ church — by 
then called the John Coltrane African 
Orthodox Church — would be relocated 
to its current home on Fillmore. But the 
services have generally remained the 
same, revolving around the music and 
text Coltrane wrote for A Love Supreme, 
a suite that combines elements of all the 
religious traditions he explored in four 
parts: “Acknowledgement,” “Resolution,” 
“Pursuance,” and “Psalm.” 
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contrast to all the white faces at MCC 
and Ebenezer Lutheran.

To the faithful at the Coltrane 
church, the saxophonist’s words and 
music are sacred. But this church is no 
joke and no novelty. 

‘John Coltrane is an actual saint in 
Christiandom and he is acknowledged 
as such,” the Kings’ eldest daughter, 
the Rev. Sister Wanika King-Stephens, 
said in Turnstyle Video’s 2011 short 
documentary The Saxophone Saint. 
Indeed, the saxophonist was canon- 
ized by the African Orthodox Church 
in 1982, the year the Coltrane church 
joined the denomination. 

As the service enters its second 
hour, my wife and I are moving rhyth- 
mically to the bass and drums when 
our heads turn towards each other and 
our eyes meet in looks of incredulity. 
It seems that without even realizing 
it, we had begun mouthing the words 
along with the rest of the congrega- 
tion: “A love supreme, a love supreme.” 
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small amount of controversy, even within 
the LGBT community. 

“There were gay people who hated 
the Sisters for a very long time,’ Roma 
says. 

If Glide’s liberation theology is 
rooted in Scripture, and its dedication 
to tackling injustice and inequality 
leavened by the full-throated praise of 
its choir and jazz band, the Sisters have 
found a different way to combat social 
ills. Their promiscuous use of glitter 
makeup and wordplay has made them 
an instantly identifiable presence at 
bingo, at the Hunky Jesus and Foxy 
Mary contests on Easter Sunday, and, 
until this year, running Pink Saturday. 

In 2014, when Facebook was gunning 
hard for its “real names” policy, Sister 
Roma’s online identity briefly switched 
to the borderline-anonymous “Michael 
Williams,” a change that felt as jarring 
as the act of stripping the burqa off a de- 
vout Muslim woman. The policy changed 
back after a delegation of drag queens, 
Roma included, met with Facebook exec- 
utives. (One imagines Mark Zuckerberg 
and his attorneys quivering before a ma- 
jestic nun with angry eyebrows drawn in 
the middle of her forehead.) Now in her 
28th year as a fully professed nun, Sister 
Roma was initially drawn to the order 
because she saw the profound effects 
such a small group of people could have 
on people’s lives. 

“In 1987, Sister Luscious Lashes in- 
troduced me to the group,” Sister Roma 
says. ‘I learned that at the time there 
were just six active members who were 
passionate about civil rights and caring 
for the community. They were the first 
group to hold an AIDS fundraiser and 
produce a safe-sex pamphlet. They per- 
formed an exorcism in Union Square. I 
was blown away.” 

Since 1979, the one-time theater 
group evolved into a registered nonprof- 
it that’s been at the forefront of every 
issue from support of LGBT youth to 
the fight against breast cancer. The Sis- 
ters’ San Francisco chapter, the largest 
in the world, has some 60 active mem- 
bers, and while today no LGBT-friendly 
politician would think of running for 
office in the city without at least a nod 
to the Sisters, it wasn’t always that way. 

“Dianne Feinstein did not like the 
Sisters. When Sister Boom Boom ran 
for Supervisor [in 1982, listing “Nun 
of the Above” under occupation], the 
poster was him as the Wicked Witch 
of the West flying over City Hall ona 
broom and the caption was, ‘Surrender 
Dianne.” Feinstein, then mayor and 
now California’s senior senator, has 
since come around, even issuing procla- 
mations honoring certain San Francisco 
drag queens for their years of service. 

Although by no means a proper 
religion, the Sisters are not without 
ceremonial trappings modeled after 
pre-Vatican II Catholicism. Veilings, 
in which novice nuns become fully 
professed, may be public spectacles 
sometimes held on the Eagle Tavern’s 
back patio. The group also performs 
“saintings,” an honor which Sister 
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Roma notes has been bestowed on Lily 
Tomlin, Harvey Milk (posthumously), 
many longtime HIV/AIDS volunteers, 
and Margaret Cho. 

“Margaret sent a huge puppet to 
accept her award at Easter,” Sister Roma 
says. 

Pink Saturday may be gone, a victim 
of its own success in an era when thou- 
sands can message their friends to join 
a party without caring what the party 
is about, but Hunky Jesus and Foxy 
Mary live on, and the Sisters are still 
veiling new nuns. Sister Agnes Dei'Afta 
Tamara, the current Mistress of Nov- 
ices, explains the four-tiered structure 
as volunteers, postulants, novices, and 
fully professed nuns. A volunteer is 
merely someone who expresses inter- 
est. Postulants spend several months 
getting to know the order, and novices 
take an additional six months to shad- 
ow a nun, performing projects that 
prove their merit and get the rest of the 
chapter to vote for them. 

Novices wear white veils, work vol- 
unteer shifts at the Eagle beer bust or 
various street fairs, cannot speak to the 
media on behalf of the order, and must 
be accompanied by a fully professed 
nun while in public. (Once fully pro- 
fessed, Sisters have the freedom essen- 
tially to do as they please.) Currently, 
Sister Agnes has six applicants in the 
first three stages, and is always looking 
to recruit more. She herself is new — 
having professed four years ago — and 
seconds Sister Roma’s count of 60 
active nuns, adding that there is some 
mystery to the total number. 

“There are some sisters from the 
original group that I’ve never seen,” 
Sister Agnes says. 

If people are judged by their nem- 
eses, the Sisters have particularly 
choice enemies. However, it’s not 
necessarily the Catholic hierarchy that 
hates them. San Francisco Archbishop 
Salvatore Cordileone — no shrinking 
violet when it comes to opining on 
public policy — hasn’t said much about 
them even after the nuns protested his 
installation in 2012. Typically, opposi- 
tion comes from blowhards such as Fox

News personality Bill O’Reilly or the 
Catholic League’s William Donohue, 
who uses the Sisters’ supposed heresy 
and moral turpitude as fundraising 
bullet points in a never-ending hate 
campaign. 

For her part, Glide Memorial’s Rev. 
Oliveto says of the Sisters, “They are 
amazing! I love them.” 


If there is one throughline for out- 
sider churches, it is that the titles people 
hold can be quite magnificent. But be- 
yond the pageantry, the commonality is 
simple. As Sister Roma succinctly puts it, 
“We know that there is more.” 

Undoubtedly, when one calls oneself 
a “spiritual person,” it all too often 
translates as self-satisfied, content-de- 
prived mush masquerading as a moral 
credo. But the nontraditional churches 
and Christian-rooted spiritual move- 
ments across San Francisco prove that 
it is possible to escape that morass of 
passive therapy-speak, and improve the 
world in measurable ways. 

Whether founded in the recent past 
or formed with the intention of poking 
a little fun at ancient institutions that 
have given meaning to billions, these 
groups of spiritual soldiers may access 
universal truths all the same. Consider, 
for example, the following words: “I 
take no small delight in the fact that 
the iron in my blood was born of a 
supernova, and eventually our sun will 
explode and we will go back into the 
cosmos, and the iron molecules in me 
will still live out in the universe and 
may coalesce into something fabulous.” 

That statement could be a militant 
atheist rhapsodizing about the material 
world’s poetic sheen, or it could bea 
polyamorous pastor who ministers to 
HIV-positive Tenderloin residents. In 
San Francisco, there may no daylight 
between them.

In Noa Noa, the French painter 
Paul Gauguin’s travelogue of two years in 
Tahiti, we get the detailed insight of a 
middle-aged Westerner who viewed 
Tahitians with both envy and contempt. 
Gauguin, who cohabited with a 13-year- 
old girl during his time in the French 
colony, used race and class to distinguish 
himself from Tahitians, as with this 
wording about the islanders’ ability to 
fish for food: “Here I was, a civilized man, 
distinctly inferior in these things to the 
savages.” 

Gauguin was a privileged outsider 
in Tahiti from 1891 to 1893, and his 
paintings of semi-clad girls and women 
are some of the Western art world’s 
first intimately posed portraits of wom- 
en of color, and some of the first that 
situated them as central figures rather 
than subservient or peripheral char- 
acters. The epitome of the art world’s 
“subservient” approach: Jean-Leon 
Gerome’s The Bath, from 1880-1885, 
which hangs on the walls of the Legion 
of Honor and depicts a black bathhouse 
worker in North Africa soaping down a 
lily-white woman. 

Academics and cultural theorists 
have called Gauguin (and Gerome, for 
that matter) many things in the 100 
years since their deaths, including 
nouns ending in -ist — as in racist, 
sexist, colonist, and Orientalist. But 
there’s no denying Gauguin’s artistic 
skill with perspective and a paintbrush. 
And it seems likely that Gauguin will 
always occupy a central role in art his- 
tory, as evidenced by last month’s sale 
of a Gauguin Tahitian portrait for $300 
million, the highest amount ever paid 
for a painting. The de Young Museum’s 
new exhibit, “Botticelli to Braque: Mas- 
terpieces From the National Galleries of 
Scotland,” features one of Gauguin’s fin- 
est pieces, Three Tahitians, from 1899, 
an allegorical portrait of a young man 
choosing between a chaste woman and 
a woman of disrepute. Which woman, 
and which morality, will win out? It’s 
an unfair fight, really, since Gauguin 
paints the mischievous woman’s dress 
in a more vibrant color (red), puts her in 
a more vibrant position (staring directly 
at us), and has her bearing an enticing 
fruit (a green papaya). 

The de Young’s audio tour guide de- 
scribes the papaya as “exotic,” and says 
that Gauguin went to Tahiti “in search 
of an exotic primitive utopia in which 
he felt his art could flourish.” The art 
world’s continuing emphasis on “exotic” 
to describe Gauguin’s French Polyne- 
sian sojourns, and even the inanimate 
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objects he encountered, is a vestige of 
a century-old world where “otherness” 
meant anything absent from the top 
hierarchies of Western traditions. 
Globalization has jettisoned those 
hierarchies for good, and even during 
Gauguin’s lifetime, papaya was a widely 
consumed fruit in the Americas, where 
it originated. 

What has also been jettisoned: the 
art world’s reliance on Western men to 
portray women in non-Western coun- 
tries. Women can and do portray them- 
selves, which is the foundation of the 
exhibit “She Who Tells a Story: Women 
Photographers from Iran and the Arab 
World,” currently at Stanford’s Cantor 
Arts Center. 

Twelve female photographers reveal 
a side of Iran and Arab countries where 
women (and men) navigate conflicting 
boundaries and find ways to assert 
themselves — sometimes surreptitious- 
ly, sometimes out in the open. In Ivan, 
female singers are mostly prohibited 
from recording and performing in pub- 
lic, so in a make-believe series called 
Listen, Tehran photographer Newsha 
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Worlds Old and New 





Tavakolian creates an imaginary CD and 
video series for six female Iranian sing- 
ers. The video has six screens, with each 
woman singing animatedly, eyes wide 
open, before a shiny, sequined curtain 
— except we can’t hear their words. Not 
one note. 

If you search the internet, several 
of the six women — Mahsa Vahdat, 
Maral Afsharian, Azita Akhavan, Ghazal 
Shakeri, Sayeh Sodaifi, and Sahar Lotfi 
— have fully-voiced sound files and vid- 
eos that are flush with notes high and 
low, but at Stanford, their voices are 
completely silenced. And in Tavakolian’s 
photo series, their eyes are completely 
closed while they’re in the middle of 
passionate songs. The imaginary CD, 
titled When I Was Twenty Years Old, 
has an Iranian woman wearing defiant 
red boxing gloves in the middle of an 
Iranian street. Tavakolian has said her 
series allows the women to still perform 
before a camera. Tavakolian’s Listen is 
surreal, powerful, funny, beautiful, and 
troubling, all at the same time. 

This mixture of overlapping and 
conflicting qualities applies to other 
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Paul Gauguin, Three Tahitians, 
1899 


work in “She Who Tells a Story,” includ- 
ing Egyptian photographer Nermine 
Hammam?’s series Upekkha, which fuses 
cutouts of Egyptian military figures 
from the 2011 revolution with stunning 
postcard scenes of Europe and other ge- 
ographies. Young soldiers and blossom- 
ing flowers mix together in a synthesis 
of wartime and peacetime. Upekkha is 
a Buddhist concept of equanimity, of 
distancing oneself from extreme situ- 
ations, and calming oneself as best as 
one can. The Egyptian soldiers seemed 
young, inexperienced, and out of place 
to Hammam, and she says Upekkha 
helped her come to terms with the sol- 
diers’ “vulnerability and sheer youth.” 
While based in their native coun- 
tries, Hammam and Tavakolian easily 
move across borders and cultures. Ham- 
mam got her BFA in filmmaking from 
New York University’s Tisch School of 
Arts, and was a production assistant on 
the Spike Lee movie Malcolm X. Tava- 
kolian has freelanced for The New York 


Times, National Geographic, Le Monde, 
and other U.S. and European media. 

Absent from “She Who Tells a 
Story”: The cliches of Western media, 
where one-dimensional images of 
women are the rule rather than 
the exception. Muslim women are 
especially prone to distortion. In 
his acclaimed 1981 book, Covering 
Islam: How the Media and the Experts 
Determine How We See the Rest of the 
World, Edward Said lamented the 
fact that so few Arab and Muslim 
journalists were covering the Middle 
East for Western media. Western 
reporters who didn’t even speak Arabic 
and Farsi were distorting events from 
the Middle East, and presenting a 
false picture of the world, Said wrote. 
A generation later, the situation has 
changed — almost completely. 

As go the media, so goes the art 
world. Among Polynesian painters 
who’ve emerged in the past 30 years, 
Emily Karaka stands out for her dense, 
colorful canvases of native symbols, 
objects, and iconography. In her native 
New Zealand’s most prominent art 
institution, Auckland Art Gallery Toi o 
Tamaki, Karaka’s canvases have been 
exhibited in the same space where 
Gauguin’s work has appeared. With 
time, Gauguin’s artistic view of Polyne- 
sia has been joined by other views that 
are just as relevant. It’s still true that his 
perspective entered into popular imag- 
ination and — because of Gauguin’s 
oversize reputation (and oversize paint- 
ings) — has been a mainstay. But now, 
thankfully, we get a few perspectives 
from the inside as well.

Various Works 


On a wall just inside the build- 
ing formerly known as CELLspace, an 
artwork delivers a defiant message: “NOT 
for Sale!” But the message is a lie — the 
building, whose exterior walls once fea- 
tured some of the best street art in San 
Francisco, was sold and is slated for de- 
velopment. Last summer, two volunteers 
— artist Russell Howze and art editor 
Annice Jacoby — took down much of the 
outside art and put it in storage for tem- 
porary safekeeping. What’s left on the 
walls are stickers, tagging, and remnants 
of art — including faces of Native Ameri- 
can men, amonkey with a sign imagining 
a battle between two well-known street 
artists (“Hektad vs. Banksy”), and an im- 
pressive work by muralist Joel Bergner. 
Even in its current state, 2050 Bryant’s 
art potpourri inspires passers-by to take 
photographs for posterity. 

But what about the art that was 
taken down? Howze, whose own CELL- 
space work is among the preserved art, 
and Jacoby are trying to find a patron 
who will buy the works and display 
them again. The art includes Bergner’s 
De Frontera a Frontera, a lyrical, red- 
splashed work about haves and have-

nots in the Dominican Republic, and 
Icy and Sot’s collaboration with Regan 
“Ha Ha” Tamanui, Super Hero with Por- 
traits, which has a caped boy standing 
alongside a gallery of orange-tinged 
smiling faces. 

Though two art collectors outside 
of San Francisco have expressed inter- 
est in buying the works, Jacoby — the 
former director of performing arts 
public events at UC Santa Cruz, and 
the editor of the book Street Art San 
Francisco: Mission Muralismo — says 
that, “Ideally, they would remain in 
San Francisco. They’re part of San 
Francisco's fabric. We’re seeking a 
place where the art will be appreciated, 
maintained, and available to the public 
on a long-term basis.” 

CELLspace existed from 1996 to 
2012, when the art center attracted a 
roving band of upcoming and veteran 
artists from San Francisco and around 
the world. The space is now rented out 
for parties, yoga classes, art instruc- 
tion, and the like. CELLspace’s demise 
hit a lot of people hard. By preserving 
the work that people once took for 
granted, Jacoby and Howze are trying 
to keep the center’s exterior — and its 
spirit of “anything goes” — alive, even 
when the red brick building completely 
disappears as a place of artistic pil- 
grimage.

“Hey, is there any chance that 
there might be naked pictures of you 
on the internet?” 

That’s what Simone Sonay’s boss 
asked her on his way out the door one 
Friday afternoon, over a year ago. 

She froze, retorted with a blasé, 
“Not like it’s any of your business,” 
and proceeded collecting her belong- 
ings to leave for the weekend. 

“Huh,” he said. “Must be your twin 
then.” He winked at her and made his 
way out the door. 

“Have a good weekend,” he said. 

Three weeks later, after 10 years of 
employment with a spotless record, 
Sonay was fired. 

There were, in fact, naked pictures 
of her on the internet. Sonay had re- 
cently launched her career as a porn 
star, shooting her first scenes at San 
Francisco’s Kink.com and garnering 
attention for her unique brand of 
“Stifler’s mom”-inspired sexuality. 

When sex workers are fired from 
their jobs, there is usually little legal 
recourse. Sonay spoke to a 
lawyer but was told she 
didn’t have a case, 
even though she’d 
faced sexual ha- 
rassment from 
her boss. He 
was fascinat- 
ed with her 
breasts and 
often asked 
for nude pho- 
tos. Eventu- 
ally, he found 
some. 

“It was very 
inappropriate, but 
I was a single mom 
and I needed that job,” Sap 
Sonay recalls. 

“I didn’t want to rock the 
boat,” she says. “I didn’t say anything 
because I feared for my job and 
my financial security. When you're 
a 40-year-old woman raising two 
kids and you have a great job, what 
do you do? Is it worth going on 
unemployment?” 

She hadn’t planned on becoming a 
bona fide porn star. Like many wom- 
en her age, she was dubious of the 
industry: “I wasn’t sure at that time 
if [porn performers] enjoyed doing 
what they were doing, or if the pro- 
paganda was true about them being 
forced into porn.” 

She’d seen movies that repre- 
sented the porn industry as full of 
drugs and coercion; when a friend 
of a friend brought Sonay to a Kink. 
com shoot at the Armory and she 
was offered a chance to spank one 
of the models for a BDSM scene, she 
declined. 

“IT was incredibly vanilla, and I was 
still unclear about whether or not 
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I wanted to do this,” Sonay recalls. 
But despite her misgivings, she 
was aroused and fascinated by the 
experience. 

She went to more live shows 
and parties at the Armory, began 
webcam modeling, caught the eye of 
a few directors, and started shooting 
everything from lesbian scenes to 
gangbangs; eventually, she garnered 
a 2015 AVN nomination for hottest 
MILF. As it turned out, Sonay loved 
doing porn, and she was good at it, 
too. 

Though her involvement in the 
industry cost her one full-time job, it 
resulted in another one. 

Kink.com, the studio that intro- 
duced her to the world of porn, creat- 
ed a position for her shortly after she 
was fired from her old job. Combining 
her administrative skills and her ex- 
perience in front of the camera, she is 
now the head of talent development 

and recruiting. 
But though 
her new career 
focuses on tits 
and ass almost 
as much as her 
former employ- 
er, Sonay says 
she is finally 
free from 
the constant 
sexual ha- 
rassment she 
once faced 
in the work- 
place. 
“T don’t 
ever get treated 
like that within 
the porn industry,” 

Sonay says. “No one 

has ever once touched me 
inappropriately or been sexually 
inappropriate. 

“Any of the harassment I’ve expe- 
rienced in my life has been outside of 
the industry,” she says. 

Though she loves her position at 
Kink.com, she still feels resentment 
for her old boss. 

“He got to treat me like that all 
of that time and then terminate me,” 
she says. “It feels like he wins.” 

Though a day in the life at Sonay’s 
new job would probably make her 
old boss’s head explode, Sonay is still 
stuck with the discrimination and 
stigma that come with a career in the 
sex industry. 

“My small little parting gift is that 
I know he gets to pretend every day 
that he’s someone he’s not, and I get 
to be who! am,” she says. “Plus, I get 
to see naked people every day.” 

I guess they do say the best re- 
venge is living well.

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A Man Escaped 

Not rated. Thursday 

at the Roxie Theater. 
Poise seems like the basic essence of Rob- 
ert Bresson, that ascetic French master 
whose film A Man Escaped, from 1956, de- 
picts a methodical Mozart-scored jail- 
break. Noir-wise, Bresson probably isn’t 
the first name you think of, but that 
makes it all the more exciting to find him 
first in the queue Thursday evening for the 
Roxie’s 15-film series A Rare Noir Is Good 
to Find. In a genre so often characterized 
by potboilers full of dupes coming un- 
glued, A Man Escaped offers instead a pro- 
tagonist chiseled down to pure, purposeful 
resilience. And come to think of it, the 
Bressonian clarity of narrative drive seems 
as absolutely noirish as the will to bust out 
of a Nazi prison seems universally, if retro- 
spectively, relatable. Retrospect looms 
cynically large in this series of 15 films 
from 10 countries, some of whose says-it- 
all titles include There's Always a Price Tag 
(France, 1957); Underworld Beauty (Japan, 
1958); Sin Alley (Denmark, 1957); and As- 
sault on the Pay Train (Brazil, 1962). But it’s 
coolly comforting to recall how the inno- 
cence that lay shattered in the wake of

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World War II wasn’t America’s alone — 
just as it’s heartening to rediscover the im- 
probable beauty within the bleak scenario 
of A Man Escaped. Of course the “rarity” of 
Bresson’s film is a point you could nitpick 
— it’s in the Criterion Collection, after all, 
and on Hulu — but big-screen sightings 
are indeed hard to come by, and also rare 
in the sense of being precious. Jonathan

The Gunman 

Rated R. Opens Friday, March 20. 
Sean Penn produced and co-wrote this ve- 
hicle for himself, apparently using both 
biceps. With upper body prominently 
abulge, Penn stars as a former military hit 
man who once stoked the conflict in 
Congo, costing himself a ladyfriend (Jas- 
mine Trinca) and a chance to sleep at 
night. Now, PTSD be damned, he’s got to 
outrun and outgun his own private blow- 
back. Opening with a barrage of ca- 
ble-news explainers on the general role of 
Western greed in African strife, director 
Pierre Morel seems at first glumly re- 
signed to a boring, if Penn-tastic, political 
harangue. But, being also the director of 
Taken, Morel finally settles into a rut of

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action clichés. Odds are beaten, oppo- 
nents brutally outfoxed, and charismatic 
actors squandered: Ray Winstone, Javier 
Bardem, Mark Rylance, and especially Id- 
ris Elba, who shows up too late in a too- 
long movie, and might have made a better 
impression had he not been credited at all. 
But Trinca fares the worst in this dour 
dudes’ club, with Penn even seeming to 
hog all the gratuitous waist-up nudity; 
even in a bedroom scene with his dis- 
tressed damsel, she’s the only one wearing 
his shirt. Later, for good measure, he’s lik- 


ened to the bull in a bullfight. JK 


Lost and Love 

Not rated. Opens Friday 

at the AMC Metreon 16. 
Losing a child is a deeply traumatic experi- 
ence for a parent, and possibly more so in 
densely populated China, where human 
trafficking is a $30 billion industry. In 
Sanyuan Peng’s Lost and Love, Lei (Andy 
Lau) isa man who's been searching for his 
son for 14 years, driving across the coun- 
try in a motorcycle with flags bearing the 
child’s face. Along the way, Lei meets Ceng 
(Boran Jing, who frequently conflates 
shouting with emoting), a young man 
who himself had been abducted. Lei and 
Ceng are not the biological kin the other is 
seeking, but they form a bond all the 
same, together facing a harsh society that 
could blame parents for being “irresponsi- 
ble” enough to lose a child. There’s no way 
to make material like this light or funny, 
but Lost and Love is particularly bleak, 
aided visually by a Chinese countryside 
that would be beautiful were it not for the 
perpetual smog, and by a musical score 
that yanks hard on the heartstrings. The 
film does try to leaven the despair with a 
few moments of humor, but they tend to 
aim too low, such as Ceng running off in 
terror when a slightly chubby woman 
flirts with him. Ha, ha. Sometimes comic 
relief isn’t worth it. Sherilyn Connelly 
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* = We recommend it debunking spoon-benders and faith healers as a 


matter of science-minded principle. Deception, 
Randi says, can be used to conceal the truth or to 
reveal it, and his authority on this matter is no simple 
trick.

An Honest Liar Last week in these pages, | complained 
that the documentary Merchants of Doubt didn’t 
adequately address why humans find deception 
so entertaining. Now another documentary, with 
some of the same people in its cast, touches on 
the same question — but again only glancingly, in 
a self-conscious sleight-of-hand way. Of course An 
Honest Liar isn't a call to action, per se, but instead 
a considerate profile of James “The Amazing” 
Randi, the gnomish prestidigitator who made his 
name breaking Harry Houdini’s escape records, 
beheading Alice Cooper for a show, and elaborately 
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Sarah Polley's Stories We Tell, but An Honest Liar 
does entertainingly allow that for our peculiar 
species, true self-awareness sometimes requires 
a little self-deception.

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‘71 If getting beaned with water balloons thrown by 
Northern Irish children is the worst thing to happen 
when you're a British soldier during the Troubles, 
then you're doing all right. However, newbie soldier 
Gary (Jack O'Connell) does not do all right in Yann 
Demange's ‘71, as he gets left behind by his unit 
following a riot on the streets of Belfast. Gary's 
goal becomes to survive the night, and while 
the setup seems to be that of a standard action 
movie - the film is bathed in the dirty browns and 
yellows that dominate modern first person-shooter 
video games, and occasional long shots of Belfast 
at night with fires raging in the distance evoke 
Los Angeles 2019 in Blade Runner - he's a passive 
hero, mostly getting buffeted along by events and 
people beyond his control. But '77 is no less of a 
deadly game of cat and mouse for that, focusing 
more on the other players in this very bad night, 
particularly Boyle (David Wilmot), an undercover 
British agent with period-appropriate but hideous 
hair and a truly unspeakable moustache, and 
a foul-mouthed Loyalist boy (Corey McKinley) 
who's growing up way too fuckin’ fast. Previous 
knowledge of the Troubles is helpful but not 
necessary, though watching ‘7! with subtitles is 
recommended if possible, because the accents are 
Trainspotting-thick. (SC) 

Cinderella There's really nothing bold about Dis- 
ney's new live-action version of its own animated 
classic, unless you count the will to reassert a 
proprietary claim on a fairy tale. As scripted by 
the co-creator of American Pie and directed by a 
lapsed Shakespearean, it really ought to be livelier, 
but apparently the narrative strategy behind Chris 
Weitz and Kenneth Branagh's Cinderella is safety 
first. Through strenuously sparkly, it does seem 
to relish leaving its heroine fully orphaned and a 
doormat to her bitchy stepfamily. The whole thing 
will be distastefully regressive to any on-guard 
feminist, but maybe the point that it's ultimately 
an appeal to graciousness can keep us from hating 
it too hard. When not needlessly reiterating her 
inherited courage-and-kindness mantra, she 
does tend to live by it. And who can argue with the 
typecasting of Lily James as a perfectly pretty and 
guileless Cinderella, along with James’ downstairs 
Downton Abbey co-star Sophie McShera as one of 
the stepsisters (Holliday Grainger is the other)? 
In this setup, it’s no surprise that our heroine 
wins over her Prince Charming (Richard Madden) 
immediately, seeming entirely undaunted by 
his little parapet of pearly teeth. Meanwhile it’s 
supposed to be a treat having Helena Bonham 
Carter as a woozy, narrating Fairy Godmother, and 
Cate Blanchett, done up like a '40s femme fatale, 
as the evil Lady Tremaine. But even allowing that 
Blanchett wrings a wee bit of actual pathos from 
the added backstory of her character's bitterness, 
these performances, like the CG concessions of

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animated animals, are irritatingly overdone. To find 
something lifelike and keep from tuning out, look 
to more relaxed, less subtlety-phobic turns from 
Stellan Skarsgard as a scheming duke and Derek 
Jacobi as a judicious king. (JK) 


Futuro Beach Maybe it's the proximity to large 


bodies of water, but Karim Ainouz’s Futuro Beach 
features the most naked gay men since Stranger 
by the Lake, though the men in Ainouz’s film are 
ultimately clothed more often than not. Donato 
(Wagner Moura) is a professional lifeguard for the 
title beach in Brazil. After failing to save a German 
tourist from drowning, he soon hooks up with the 
victim's hunky companion Konrad (Clemens Schick). 
After frolicking more or less on the downlow, Konrad 
asks Donato to return with him to Germany, where 
he remains for the next several years, even after 
breaking up with Konrad. Donato’s expatriation 
doesn't sit well with his hero-worshipping younger 
brother Ayrton, now an angry young man (Jesuita 
Barbosa, with daggers perpetually shooting from his 
eyes) searching the dank Berlin streets for the hero 
who betrayed him. It's a story about the elusiveness 
of happiness that could have just as easily be told 
with straight people, especially since Donato made 
his bad choices not because he’s gay, but because 
it's very difficult to make good choices when you 
think you have a shot at being happy. But if you can’t 
find happiness either on a beautiful but frequently 
lethal beach or a bustling but grim Berlin, where 
can you? Futuro Beach doesn’t know, either. (SC) 


The Cult of JT LeRoy How much can we ever know 


about JT LeRoy? How much do we still want to know? 
At least enough that local filmmaker Marjorie Sturm's 
documentary, which had its West Coast premiere at 
IndieFest last month, now returns to the Roxie for a 
full weeklong release. At least enough that another 
documentary, from Vice Media, is already in produc- 
tion. Meanwhile Sturm's The Cult of JT LeRoy offers a 
sober yet somewhat punch-drunk reminder of what 
it felt like when the local literary wunderkind with 
a disturbingly tragic past was shown to possess an 
even more disturbingly tragic future, on account of 
having become a celebrity without ever having been 
an actual person. (Not that that ever stops anyone.) 
“Hoax” is too superficial a term for what this was, 
says San Francisco clinical psychologist Terrence 
Owens in a videotaped deposition, notably using 
the term “psychopathology” in the same sentence. 
Sturm patiently traces a daisy chain of witness-par- 
ticipants in the so-called cult — and that does seem 
like the right term — whose collective testimony 
likens the figure of LeRoy to Satan, the Messiah, and, 
as one book agent more circumspectly puts it, “an 
extraordinary found object in the literary field.” As 
Laura Albert, LeRoy's creator, and Savannah Knoop, 
his public (if often obscured) face, did their dance 
and stumble on the fine line between intellectual 
fraud and postmodern performance art, many other 
people became intimately involved. And the heart, 
deceitful though it is above all things, goes out to 
all of them. (JK)

To the east of San Francisco 
resides the cradle of local, sustainable, 
organic California cooking that represents 
everything good for you and your natural 
environment. Head north and you'll find 
the pastoral vineyards of Napa and 
Sonoma leading to the world-renowned 
dining rooms of Meadowood and Thomas 
Keller. Look west and, well, eventually 
you ll get to Tokyo, the city that is home to 
the most Michelin stars in the world. But 
venture south of San Francisco? San 
Franciscans have always considered 
Silicon Valley the home of tech innovation 
and a fantastic place to work, but please 
save your meals for the big city. 

This is just not true anymore. Pen- 
insula residents and workers are done 
envying the rest of the Bay Area’s riches 
of eating and drinking. Here are seven 
destinations that must top your list: 


Ramen Dojo 

Ramen Dojo’s bowls of “sutamina” 
spicy garlic ramen are no secret to 
Peninsula diners who queue up day and 
night for the privilege of learning what 
“chicken gravy” is. As non-tempting as 
it sounds, it’s a glorious umami spike of 
ground chicken, chopped shiitake mush- 
rooms, and finely diced ginger together 
as a fatty, nutty butter added to each of 
Dojo ramens (best with the tonkotsu 
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broth). Perfect noodles, a pair of roasted 
pork slices (more fat!), and a tiny quail 
egg complete the canvas with two out- 
liers: red pepper strands and a strip of 
romaine lettuce. This is a whole new di- 
mension of the common noodle soup.

For high-end dinners that make you 
wish you were a venture capitalist with 
an Atherton mansion, several restau- 
rants are worth a visit on the Peninsula, 
even if they can’t quite compete with 
Quince or Benu (except Manresa, which 
counts as the South Bay). A notch less 
formal is the same chef-driven, contem- 
porary dining in posh surroundings, 
with entrees under $30.

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HOW MANY TVs DOES ONE BAR NEED? 


Noe Valley is 
Pretty, but Why 
Does Anyone 
Go There? 


I tried to figure that out as I 
walked through it the other day, on my 
way to the Valley Tavern. One could ask 
the same question about my neighbor- 
hood, the Inner Sunset, but there the 
answer is obvious: to be left alone. The 
deeper you live in the Sunset, the more 
you would like the rest of San Francisco 
to just fuck off for a while. 

It seems that people end up in Noe 
Valley, however, with no sense of why 
except a clear belief that if it costs so 
much money it must be good. 

My friend A., who lives in Noe, 
even apologizes for asking me to 
come to her neighborhood 
watering hole. 

“This is the thing 
about Noe Valley,” 
she tells me after 
we re seated in the 
spacious all-wood 
interior, beneath 
pictures of players 
from the Giants 
lineup. “This is the 
best bar in Noe 
Valley, and it’s still 
really bland. We need 
a good bar. Why don’t 
we have one?” 

The Valley Tavern 
does have character, but 
my first thought upon walk- 
ing in: “How many TVs does one 
bar need?” I lost track in the bar 
itself. Its website says 17 televisions; 
whatever the number, the way they’re 
all placed right next to each other 
across the room makes them the de- 
fining aspect of the venue. And a bar 
that can be defined by TVs is ... well, 
a bar with nothing more interesting 
happening than a TV. 

I’m really excited to see A. again. 
“It’s weird,” she says, “I feel like I just 
saw you the other week, but, it’s been 

.. what ... 

“Two years,’ I say. 

“No,” she says. “It has to be longer. 
I haven’t seen you since I was preg- 
nant and that’s ...” 

“So, three years.” 

“Has to be.” 

Ordering is a bit of a trial, as the 
Valley Tavern doesn’t have a full 
beer list, rather it has a whole bunch 
of taps — 39 to be exact (It does 
provide a short list of bottled beer, 
mixed drinks, and all of six wines). 
Likewise, it doesn’t have a menu, but 
does have a list of pub fair that the 
employees will order for you from the 
bistro next door — and they don’t 
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mind if you bring your own food in 
with you. 

“Really?” says A. 

“Sure. Bring a picnic,” the waitress 
says. “We love it.” 

This fact raises A.’s opinion of the 
bar considerably. “I wish more places 
did that.” 

They’re out of my first choice, Chi- 
may Red, so I order one of a selection 
of Belgian wheats. A. takes one of 
the American IPAs you can’t seem to 
avoid these days. We’re sitting ina 
booth — the Valley Tavern has a lot 
of booths, along with a back patio 
area — trying to cram three missing 
years into single conversation. But 
she’s right: It does feel like we’re just 
picked back up right where we left off. 

“Remember that time we had 
drinks Christmas Eve?” A. asks me, 
and I do. She'd asked if I wanted to 
get a drink that night specifically be- 
cause she knew I often get viciously 
depressed around the holidays. It 

meant a lot. I'd actually been 

trying to think of a way 
— three years after the 
fact — to thank her for 
it. But the knowledge 
that she’d had a good 
time took that pres- 
sure off. 

“T think about it 
every Christmas, 
actually,” she says, 
and what more 
could laskina 

friend than to be 

thought of that way? 
For her to have found 
fun and meaning in 
helping me out? Or may- 
be I’m also a better friend 
than I sometimes think. 
But how do I summarize three 
years of my life? And how much 
has really changed? A. has a kid, a 
new job, a new house. I feel like I’ve 
changed a great deal, but I still live 
in the same place, have the same job, 
know the same people. Objectively, I 
might be in the exact same place. Sub- 
jectively, I feel like ’m standing ona 
cliff waiting for a strong gust of wind 
to carry me over the ocean. 

The Valley Tavern may seem like a 
neighborhood spot with nothing to 
recommend it except that it’s in the 
neighborhood, but in fact it’s better 
than that because it’s open to becom- 
ing more. Bring a picnic, choose from 
a smorgasbord of beers, spread out. 

It has a pool table, a patio, a smoking 
room. It’s open to whatever you want 
it to become. If it resembles Noe Valley 
too much, well, that’s to be expected.

Race, Class, and Compassion 


Talib Kweli straddles the worlds of music and activism.

Talib Kweli is perhaps the most 
well-known yet unknown artist in hip-hop. 
Determined to do away with the pompous- 
ness that’s often associated with his level of 
celebrity, Kweli nonetheless expresses em- 
pathy for some of the more visible and pre- 
tentious hip-hop artists in the game. At the 
same time, his own music stands on a soap- 
box — one that forces society to look at it- 
self through an unfiltered black-and-white 
lens — as he raps about social injustices 
that other musicians shy away from. 

Kweli is versatile: He was part of 
the groundbreaking hip-hop duo Black 
Star along with Mos Def, and continues 
to release albums that paint vivid pic- 
tures of the black American experience; 
helped nurture the early careers of 
Kanye West and J. Cole; marched and 
protested in Ferguson; and created mu- 
sic for Game of Thrones. In conversation, 
Kweli uses terms like white supremacy 
and compassion in the same breath. His 
activism is in the vein of Angela Davis, 
his perspective similar to that of literary 
giant James Baldwin. In short, Kweli is 
a rare rapper: He stands for service and 
displays a surprising level of humility. 

We caught up with the Brooklyn MC 
as he embarked on a national tour with 
political rapper Immortal Technique 
and the Brazilian-born artist NIKO IS, 
whose debut, Brutus, was just released 
by Kweli’s Javotti Media. Kweli will 
speak on race, justice, and hip-hop at 
the Castro Theatre Friday, March 20. 
The rappers will perform at the Fillmore 
on Sunday, March 22. 


Tell us about NIKO IS. Why did 
you choose him for this tour? 

In my career, I’ve been blessed to 
run into artists who are intellectual, 
and fantastic, often before they blow 
up and become big artists. It happened 
with Kanye, Jay Electronica, Kendrick 
Lamar, and J. Cole. They’re all artists 
I made music with before the world 
embraced them. NIKO, to me, is not 
different from the people I just named. 
On top of that, him being from Brazil 
and being able to speak three different 
languages, I see him as a visionary and 
as someone I didn’t want to pass up the 
opportunity to work with. I think a year 
or two from now, people are going to be 
talking about NIKO IS in a big way. 


You're wearing a number of 
hats right now: A few weeks 
back you were concentrating on 
the work you've done with re- 
gard to the uprising in Ferguson. 
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How do you balance your music 
and activism? 

It’s been hard to do everything I want 
to do, but it’s been worth it. The activism 
is a natural progression of my music. 


You've blamed overly 
militarized police forces in 
Ferguson for “harassing and 
throwing [people] in jail for 
exercising their right to peaceful 
protest.” You also created the 
Action Support Committee, which 
has raised more than $100,000 
to help protesters. How will you 
disperse those funds? 

There are 13 people in the committee 
that are overseeing the dispersion of the 
funds that were raised. There are five 
programs on the ground that we gave 
a small amount of money to. We chose 
programs run by young activists who are 
not tied to a charity system. There is still 
a lot of money left over. We’ve commit- 
ted ourselves to distributing all of it by 
fall of this year. We want to be strategic, 
and not just run through it all in three 
weeks. I also want to be clear that there 
have been a lot of blogs and stuff written 
about what we're doing with the Fergu- 
son Defense Fund, but the only thing 
that is official is what the Action Support 
Committee actually released; the press 
release which is on my tumblr page. 


There are a number of hip- 
hop musicians who chose not 
to speak up about Ferguson. 
What drove you to support the 
protesters? 

I know the mainstream media is 
controlled by six corporations and their 
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job is to tell the story of the officials. I 
realized what the people on the street 
were saying was different than what I 
was hearing on the news. That made me 
want to go. I also understand that people 
trust me to give an honest perspective 
on what’s going on in situations like this. 
What I saw was crazy. I had cops 
throw me on the ground and put guns 
in my chest, and that’s why I speak 
so passionately about this. I’m not a 
violent person. I was walking in the 
streets with the people and it happened 
to me too. It had nothing to do with me 
being a celebrity, but I thought it was 
important as an artist who has said the 
things I’ve said on my records to go to 
Ferguson and not just be someone who 
was talking about it online. 


Kanye has said that he did 
not speak out on the turmoil in 
Ferguson because his father re- 
quested that he stay out of it. 

Besides the obvious example of 
Kanye saying “George Bush doesn’t 
like black people,” there are other ex- 
amples of him talking about class and 
race. He’s a friend of mine. I definitely 
don’t agree with everything he says, 
but I think 95 percent of what he says 
is incredibly accurate. There are other 
things he goes through that I can’t 
relate to. I can still ride the train and 
walk down the street; not everyone 
recognizes me. I cannot imagine what 
he goes through and the sacrifices he 
has to make when it comes to what he 
chooses to say and what he doesn't. 


Lately, there has been a 
string of shootings at high- 


profile hip-hop shows — Chris 
Brown, Nicki Minaj, and T.I. 
shows, just in the past few 
months. Do you think violence 
at live hip-hop events is 
increasing? 

In my personal experience, I don’t feel 
like there has been uptick in the amount 
of shootings at shows where large gath- 
erings of disenfranchised people are at. I 
mean, in the jazz era, people were getting 
sliced up at jazz and blues shows and 
now it’s happening in hip-hop. You have 
artists like Chris Brown and Nicki Minaj 
who have poor, disenfranchised young 
people of color coming out to gather in 
large places. There’s a lot of anger and 
tension at the shows and these things 
happen. I think these are more social 
things than the effect of the actual music. 
The music might be the product of those 
environments, but not the cause. Due to 
social media, we have increased coverage 
of these issues, which makes it look like 
the shootings are more frequent. 


What are you focusing on 
right now? 

Throughout my whole career, my focus 
has been around the prison industrial 
complex and it being the most effective 
tool for white supremacy. I came up in the 
crack era of the ‘80s. The crack comes from 
this whole mandate that was developed 
since slavery to Jim Crow to when Nixon 
was in office to what changed the Demo- 
crats down South to Republicans. Law and 
order and the criminalization of young 
people of color and for-profit prisons all 
serve the same thing, which is maintain- 
ing white supremacy. The phrase “white 
supremacy’ has been largely removed 
from context largely due to guilt, and I 
wish there was a more accurate term, but I 
think anything else at this point in history 
would be inaccurate. White supremacy is 
the father of racism and I think it’s even 
the reason why we are having a discussion 
on class. That’s what I find myself mostly 
pushing back against. 

Tam a human being first and to me, 
humanity is about compassion. The 
thing I see myself being most compas- 
sionate about is poor people.

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SOME THOUGHTS OF A CERTAIN SOUND 


Melodic and 
Minimal

Detroit is a topic of frequent 
mention in this column, and rightly so — 
it’s the birthplace of techno music and 
home to innumerable talented DJs and 
producers who have earned their place in 
electronic music history. For many, De- 
troit is metonymically linked with tech- 
no’s “old guard” (Jeff Mills, Carl Craig, 
Juan Atkins and so on), whose careers 
show no signs of slowing down some 30 
years later. Lesser known (but no less tal- 
ented) is Detroit’s cadre of younger, newer 
producers and DJs, a hardworking bunch 
whose unofficial leader is Alex O. Smith, 
better known as Omar-S. 

Upon listening to any of Omar- 
S’s tracks — and he has an awful lot 
of them, releasing four albums and 
30-something EPs since 2004, all on his 
own label, FKHE — the reasons for his 
success become immediately apparent. 
Melodic and minimal, a typical Omar-S

Public Works presents One Night in 
Comeme with Matias Aguayo, Lena 
Willikens, and Christian S. at Public

Sometimes crowded touring schedules 
make for a world-class party on a Thursday. 
That's the case here, as the gang from 
Comeme (an offbeat, quirky, and uniquely 
eccentric record label focusing on house 
and techno with Latin flavors, owned by 
headliner Matias Aguayo) makes its way 
through San Francisco. Aguayo Is a Chil- 
ean-born, German-based musician who cre- 
ates infectiously rhythmic, rubbery dance 
music based around samples of his own 
voice, looped and chopped. His live perfor- 
mances are out of this world: Aguayo DJs 
edited versions of his own tracks while he 
sings, growls, and purrs over them, sampling 
and looping his voice on the fly. He’s joined 
by Lena Willikens, a wildly creative DJ who 
has been making serious waves with her no- 
holds-barred sets, which run the musical 
gamut from post-punk to industrial to disco 
to psychedelic rock, all threaded through 
the eye of a techno needle, and Christian S., 
a playful mainstay of the Cologne scene. 
Icee Hot DJs Shawn Reynaldo, Will, and 
Ghosts On Tape will open up the evening. 


Robot Ears presents Adam Beyer and 
more at Mighty, 10 p.m.-4 a.m. Friday,

Although not nearly as well-known in the 
United States as he is in Europe, Adam 
Beyer is something of a techno legend. The 
Swedish powerhouse DJ and producer has 
been at it for more than 20 years, releasing 
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track consists of a plaintive synthesizer 
or piano melody, a hard-hitting kick 
drum, and just enough incidental ele- 
ments (a vocal sample, some additional 
percussion) to finish it off. Borrowing 
from jazz, funk, and soul, his produc- 
tions are remarkably idiosyncratic — 
you know an Omar-S tune when you 
hear one — in a way that belies their 
elegant simplicity. 

Also top billed is Willie Burns, an 
equally eccentric house music wiinder- 
kind who shares with Omar-S a pen- 


his first record in 1995 and launching his DJ 
career well before that. Through his own 
productions and others he released on his 
record label, Drumcode, Beyer pioneered a 
heavyweight, highly percussive, tribal 
breed of techno. Fast, intense, and highly 
energetic, Beyer's DJ sets rarely dropped 
below 140 BPM. These days, he's slowed 
down the pace a bit without losing any of 
his trademark intensity or energy, packing 
his DJ sets with the latest in mechanistic 
techno and tech-house. Opening up for 
Beyer is Layton Giordani, a young New 
Yorker who has been cutting his teeth at 
some of NYC's larger clubs; also supporting 
is an array of locals: John Kaberna, Fabian 
Campos, and Loui Vanhard of Robot Ears 
alongside Bardia F and Thuyvu of Blue Orb.

This party features two contemporary house 
music production duos, andhim and Frank &

house” sound: Built on samples of hip-hop, 
disco, and funk, andhim's productions have a 
built-in groove that make them warm, acces- 
sible, and easy to dance to. The real treat 
here, however, are New York's Frank & Tony, 
who have been quietly carving out a small 
niche of moody, downbeat deep house with 
their Scissor & Thread record label, initiated 
in 2011. Frank & Tony productions are simple,

As far as electronic music performers are 
concerned, DJs are a dime a dozen; all-vinyl 
DJs are harder to find; live electronic 
musicians are rarer still; and live electronic 
musicians whose performances are as vital 
as their music are rarest of all. Hieroglyphic 
Being, also known as Chicagoan Jamal Moss, 
sits firmly in that last category. When Moss 
performs, armed with an array of hardware 
synths and samplers (and, lately, an iPad), 
he is not so much producing live electronic 
music as he is channeling it; as the 
cacophony builds around him, Moss’ eyes 
might roll back in his head, or he may begin 
speaking to himself, or he may seem 
engaged in a war with his own gear. The 
music is fierce, noisy, dancy, and chaotic - 
but even if experimental techno is not 
necessarily your bag, it's worth going 
outside of your comfort zone to see Moss do 
his thing.

If one considers a Holy Trinity of Funk with James Brown standing as the un- 
questionable (God)Father and Sly Stone as the revolutionary if troubled Son, 
who but George Clinton makes sense as the profane prankster Holy Ghost? The 
subversive ringmaster and self-proclaimed Maggot Overlord shepherded his 
Parliament-Funkadelic disciples to create some of the most influential and 
heavily sampled music of the 1970s, a marriage of blazing psychedelic guitars, 
uncontainable soul grooves and Clinton's mix of savage wit and Afrocentric cos- 
mology that still electrifies dancefloors 40 years later. Though he spent much of 
the following decades in a crack-fueled haze that left him swindled and strug- 
gling to survive — a saga detailed in his recent memoir Brothas Be, Yo Like 
George, Ain't That Funkin’ Kinda Hard on You? — Clinton has cleaned up and 
emerged clear-eyed.

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LOVING COUPLES

I'ma straight guy in my 30s dating a woman in her mid- 
20s. We've been together for a year, and I’m crazy about 
her. In love, even. She’s gorgeous, sweet, kind, loving, 
and very sexual. She's perfect. In her late teens and 
early 20s, she had a wild sex life. She attended sex par- 
ties, had loads of NSA hookups, sexted with random 
guys she met online, etc. She revealed this to me slowly 
and carefully out of fear that Id look down on her, but 
what she didn’t know is that I have an intense cuckold 
interest. I’ve asked her, ad nauseam, for every detail she 
can recall about these encounters. The ones centering on 
“alpha jocks” with extremely large cocks are the ones I 
enjoy most. I'm anerdy guy, definitely not muscular or 
athletic. I have intense fantasies of some alpha male 
taking her away from me, or catching her with a hot 
young soccer player or a good-looking musician — any 
guy at the top of the social pile. The idea of watching her 
have sex with one of them is exhilarating. But it’s also 
gut-wrenching. I haven't told her how much I would like 
her to go through with an actual hookup. However, I’m 
certain this would not be well-received on her part; she’s 
made it clear that she’s not proud of her wild past. To 
complicate this, my interest in cuckolding does not come 
from a healthy place. I experienced a series of rejections 
in my late teens and early 20s, all of which involved be- 
ing outclassed by better guys. The first girl I was ever in 
love with, who kept stringing me along, had sex with 
another guy while talking to me on the phone. She went 
into detail about how huge his penis was, how good it 
felt, and so forth, while I shook with envy and misery 
and excitement. It was a terrible, traumatizing experi- 
ence, but now it rules my sexual fantasies. Is it okay to 
indulge an interest that likely stems from a traumatic 
experience? (Assuming she’s willing.) 

Harrowingly Upsetting Reckless Tendencies 
Mostly Excite 


First things first, HURTME: Your girlfriend can't 
put this period of her life behind her — all those 
hung alpha jocks, all those NSA hookups — while 
she’s with a man who demands to have every last 
detail recounted ad nauseam. So you might wanna 
check in with your gorgeous, sweet, kind, etc. girl- 
friend before she decides to put you behind her, too. 
It’s possible she enjoys sharing her stories with you 
because your enjoyment makes her feel better about 
those experiences in retrospect; all those meaning- 
less sexual encounters now mean something be- 
cause they enhance the relationship she’s in. 

Checking in with her about how she’s feeling 
will give you a better idea of how receptive she 
would be to cuckolding you. If sharing stories 
about her past makes her feel sexy (because the 
encounters were hot) and it feels meaningful 
(because the stories enhance your sexual connec- 
tion), then your girlfriend might be open to the 
idea of coming home with a brand-new story to 
tell you. 

Or she might not. Like I said, you need to 
check in with her. 

As for you, HURTME, your erotic imagination 
seized on that experience — that cruel girl on 
the phone — and through a mysterious process 
that sex researchers don't quite understand, your 
mildly-to-wildly-traumatizing early sexual expe- 
rience emerged in adulthood as a full-blown kink. 
There may be other boys out there who had the 
exact same experience — that girl could have had 
other victims — who don’t have any interest in 
being cuckolded. The alchemy of kinks isn’t fully 
understood. 

There’s only one way to find out if you would 
enjoy being cuckolded, HURTME, and that’s to 
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do it. But there are three questions (at least) that 
you need to ask yourself before you act: Have 
you built a firewall between your sense of your 
own sexual desirability and your kink, a kink 
that’s about your eroticized fear of sexual inad- 
equacy and not your actual sexual inadequacy? 
(You landed a gorgeous, sweet, kind, loving, and 
very sexual girlfriend — you're clearly more than 
adequate!) Are you sure you won't wind up in the 
fetal position on the floor after your girlfriend 
fucks some alpha stud? And if you do react badly, 
if being cuckolded in reality is painful, not sexy, 
can you process your feelings without lashing out 
at or slut-shaming your girlfriend? 

A few sessions with a kink-positive shrink 
might help you answer those questions. You can 
find one through the American Association of 
Sexuality Educators, Counselors and Therapists 
(aasect.org). 


Is it your opinion that a girl can love aman but also 
want an open relationship? Or does wanting an open 
relationship mean that the girl doesn’t love her man? 
(I'm the girl in this situation.) 

Perplexed Over Lusty Yearnings 


Wanting to fuck other men isn’t proof that a girl (or 
a boy or aSOPATGS*) doesn’t love her man. When 
two people make a monogamous commitment — 
which should be an opt-in choice, not a default set- 
ting — they’re promising not to fuck other people. 
But both will still wanna fuck other people. If you 
can’t see yourself sleeping with just one man for the 
rest of your life — or being in a relationship with 
just one man at a time — then a monogamous com- 
mitment isn’t for you, POLY. And if the man you're 
with wants a monogamous commitment — if being 
with him means you can't sleep with other men — 
then he might not be for you either. 


I’m a gay man married to a wonderful man. For most of 
our 12-year relationship, we've had a boring sexual 
script that is all about him getting blown. He just 
doesn't seem interested in much else, and although 
we ve talked about it over the years, nothing has really 
changed. He is selfish in bed. He’s a wonderful husband 
otherwise, and I love him deeply. Recently, he was out of 
town, and in a weak moment, I ended up meeting an ex- 
perienced spanking Dom. We've met several times, and 
I’m counting the days until he whales on my butt again. 
Not in my wildest imagination could or would my hus- 
band EVER do something like this with me. He just 
doesn't have it in him. Iam more sexually fulfilled than I 
have been in a decade. I'm also lying and cheating. I'm 
deeply torn. If I tell my husband, my guess is that he 
wont take it well. It could cause our marriage to un- 
ravel. If I keep lying, I bear the moral burden of the lie, 
and he could find out anyway. 

Still Professing A Normal Kink 


We all have sexual limits, we're all entitled to our 
sexual limits, but expecting your spouse to do noth- 
ing but blow you for 12 years isn’t a limit. It’s bull- 
shit, SPANK. Your husband’s complete disregard for 
your feelings — for your sense of sexual fulfillment 
— tips over into the sexual abandonment category. 
His actions don’t excuse your affair, of course, but 
horniness, frustration, and duress drove you to this, 
and your husband has to take his share of the re- 
sponsibility. You say your marriage might unravel if 
you were to tell your husband about this spanking. 
But whatever the fallout might be — the end of your 
marriage or renegotiated terms that allow you to get 
some/most of your needs met elsewhere — is better 
than the status quo. Tell him.
